Card From McLean,
To the Editor of the Ledger,

Mexico, Mo., May 13.,—Please
allow me space through the col-
umns of your paper to explain a
few matters.
If the people knew that bank
stock had, for the last 17 years,
been assessed at 62 1.2 cents on the
dollar, and knew the law governing
its assessment, I know an explana-
tion would be unnecessary. The
law is this: Sec 7538 Revised
Statutes, eays: Bank stock shall
be assessed as other personal prop-
erty is assessed. Now there is but
one construction to this, namely:
If the live stock is assessed for less
than its full value, bank stock
shall be—and we know it is—hence
bank stock shall be. Now the value
of live etock at its assessed value,
which is one-third its real value, is
three dollars to one, or three tgnes
the bank stock assessed at its full
value. Now the board had to raise
all the values of live stock accord-
ing to the section of law just re-
ferred to or reduce the bank stock.
If hve stock be raised the
raise comes oft of the farmer.
Now, which was best? To raise
the value of the live stock (which
was three times the other) or re-
duce the bank? Wae did the latter,
'making it a raise ot 2 1-2 per cent,
over former assessments. Again,
the law says the Board of Equali-
zation shall equalize the assess.
mentg in proportion. Now, with
private money and notes at full
value,"bank stock at 65 cents on
the doilar and real estate and live
stock at one-third its value, I
would ask you if it was in propor-
tion? It certainly is not, hence
we placed private money and notes
on an equality with the bank. The
farmers give in over $100,000 more
money and notes than all the banks
of the county. Then what class of
people are the most benefited?
The farmers of course. The banks
have formerly been allowed this
reduction; now the farmers have
have the same. Now, in regard to
some assessments at Rusih Hill,
I will say I followed thie law in each
and every particular and defy any
one to show the contrary, If a
person fails to give in his property,
from neglect or through fraud, I
am not held responsible for it.
